Morrison. 


Sims Asks More ?ime. 


When the court opened today, District 


Attorney Sims said: 


"I am here, if the court please, in the 


matter of the grand jury investigation, 
in that matter 1 havo to *sk the court— 
or I wish to make » motion for a .post- 
ponement. 
" In compliance with the suggestion of 
the court made' at the time-of the con-' 
vcning of the present grand jury, the 
facts and -cir2umstnnco» in 
connection 


with the matter under investigation had 
Seen submitted to the department and I 
!iad expected to be able to report to the 
rourt this morning its views und findings, 
Very recently however, a situation has 
nrisfii, which, in my judgment makes it 
highly desirable that I have time to sub- 
mit to the department certain facts and 
circumstances in addition to those ftl- 
rcndy submitted. 


"For these reasons, I request that fur- 


ther action in tlic matter be postponed 
for three or four weeks, 
1 regret the 


necessity for aslang the court for this 
postponement, but it seems to 
me, in 


view of what I know in connection with 
the case, to be unavoidable." 


"Is the grand jury 
present!"' asked 


Judge Landis. 


"Not now, your honor." 
"How much time do you want?" 


Adjournment to Sept. 24. 


"I think not less than three weeks. It 


seems to me highly desirable that when 
the mutter is again call'.'d, that we be 
nble to take definite action on it. Three 
weeks from today will be the 24th.

said Judge Landis "that they are at lib- 
erty to take a rjcess until 10 o'clock on 
the morning of September 24th."

Attorney Sims declared that he intended 
to 'submit certain facts to the attorney 
general and said that they hud arisen 
within a few hours. He said that he \ 
would go to Washington within a short 
time to present personally to the attor- 
ney general his reasons for asking the 
postponement. .

Escaping the burial casket by only a

POINTERS ON EGG COOKERY 


Some Things to Be Borne in Mini in 


Preparing Them. 


Cheese, and eggs, both having great nu- 


tritive value, may well take the place of 
ment during a brief season, says the 
Home Magazine. 
Epicures say an egg, 


to have the best flavor, should be twelcve 
hours. old, and certainly eggs over a 
week old are-not palatable when boiled, 
though they are not unpleasant when 
fried and are quite as serviceable in oth- 
er dishes. 
In cooking eggs it should be 


remembered that the albumen, of which 
the white is chiefly composed, is most 
easily digested when slightly coagulated, 
while the yolk digests easier when dry 
and mealy. 
To boil eggs evenly, put 


them into a dish having a tight cover 
and pour boiling water over them in the 
proportion of two quarts to one dozen 
egg-S cover and set at the back of the 
stove. After seven mintes turn the cgga, 
re-cover and in six minutes more the 
eggs will be cooked. 
When more eggs 


than four 
ore used 
by this 
method, 


about ten minutes longer after the turn- 
ing will be required. 
In this way the 


white of the egg cooks to a jellylikc con- 
sistency, while the yolk is much hard- 
er. 


Foreign cooks use a small portion of 


grated cheese to give a fragrant relish to 
many dishes. 
Veal broth, creamed po- 


tatoes and many salads arc greatly im- 
proved by its addition. The shell of an 
Edam or'pineapple cheese makes a very 
nice diih for serving macaroni or light 
salad, and if thoroughly rinsed in cold 
water immediately after 
using

of any otter country he had ever visited, 
and he declared he had seen very ninny 


pretty girls before. 
' The prince was up early today to meet 
the" newspaper men. Asked his opinion 
sf this country, he replied:- 


•"It i* very fascinating, very, very fine. 


Never, had'l thought that I would i'md 
Jo much life, smartness ami go as 1 have 
found'hove."

Finds Everybody Busy. 


' The industry of the people, he said, 
atade the greatest impression upon him. 


Everybody is busy. Everybody takes 


pride in doin;j his very best and every- 
body seems bright and happy. 
I have 


not'been in your shops, but if you cull 
your working people your poor, I 
find 


them more' happy in your country, than 
I have seen them in others. From the 
tirae I set my foot on American soil, my 
kind opinion of the American people has 
been constantly increasing." 


Given Kind Receptions.. 


Tho prince said that 
the 
American 


warships assembled at Jamestown com- 
posed a splendid squadron under the com- 
mand of a vry clever man. Rear Admiral 
Evnns, At Newport, he said, he caught 
a glimpse of the life of the wealthy Am- 
?ricaa people. 


"I certainly was given a vary friendly 


reception not only there, but in every 
place I have gone," Said the prince. 


Swedes Satisfied Here. 


"The receptions at Boston, Providence, 


nnd Worcester exceeded my expectations. 
I have never met or witnessed mich a re- 
ception as the Swedes and other kind 
people in Worcester gave me and I shall 
never forget it." 


Newport, he said, was far superior to 


anything he had seen in Europe. He had 
fryind with great satisfaction that 
the 


Sffc'd'e* in America were contented and 
tlhxt the American people were contented 
:o have them here. 


The erection of such high buildings In 


S'ew York, he regarded as "very clever." 
The prince expressed a wish to sec the 
lubway.

DISGRACEFUL 


IS WIILD TERM 


Grass and Weeds, Gravestones Broken 


and General Neglect Seen at 


Evergreen Cemetery. ' 


SACRED SPOT FALLS INTO RUIN 


No Semblance of Care and Embankment 


Gone Nearly, to Main Highway in 
Spots—Some of the Inscriptions That 


Still Remain. 


PRESS COMMENTS. 


Grass and weeds from four to six feet 


tall, gravestones broken and scattered 
around, and general neglect, is the con- 
dition of the Evergreen Cemetery on the 
Inkeshorc, opposite Racine College. Be- 
sides the ravages of the 
waves 
from 


Lake Michigan on the land is alarming. 
Hundreds of feet have caved down the 
hill, carrying with it the bones of resi- 
dents who were buried half a century 
ago, also many monuments which in the 
pioneer days cost hundreds of dollars. 
Boys have been known to deliberately 
pick up the murker* or monuments and 
topple them over the bank and they 
rolled down into the water, or on the 
beach and were noon buried by the earth 
falling on them. 


One of the residents who was 
here 


when Evergreen Cemetery was dedicated, 
said: 
"It is a disgrace to the city and 


county of Racine and the state of Wis- 
consin, to permit such a sacred spot to 
get in such shape. The graves of the 
dead have certainly been' trammeled up- 
on and all kinds of depredations commit- 
ted, and the grass and weeds, rubbish 
and general appearances is evidence that 
the human race have little regard for 
those who assisted materially half a. cen- 
tury ago, to build up the city. The city 
of Racine should certainly have kept 
this spot in presentable condition." 


Bodies Were Removed. 


When 
it 
became ' apparent 
several 


years ago that the waves from the lake 
were making rapid inroads on the burial 
plat, and that bones were seen to be 
falling over the bank, arrangements were 
made for the removal of many bodies. 
At the time possibly one hundred were 
exhumed and 
transferred 
to Mound 


Cemetery, but there are still bodies bur- 
ied there, and several grave stones left. 
But they are hard to locate, being hid- 
den under the weeds and grass. A re- 
porter visited the place yesterday and it 
was certainly a sad night that met his 
gaze. The weeds and grass were so 
dense that he could hardly get through. 
There is> no semblance of care and the 
embankment is gone nearly to the main 
highway in one spot. 
The lake shore 


protection put in by Racine college, has 
stopped the washing of the bank to the 
south end, but here the 
waves 
have 


washed away thousands of tons of earth 
and it is still going. 


Some of the Graves. 


Stones were thrown here and there; 


some of them broken in three or four 
parts, evidence that desecrations have 
iwen carried on without any attempt to 
stop it. Here are a few of the inscrip- 
tions on the monuments or stones that 
were founri, and perhaps old residents 
may recall the dencl: Peter R. Wheeler, 
died November 6, 1833, aged 41 years. 
And the following appears: "Blessed are 
the dead who die in the Lord." Besides 
there were stones marking the graves of 
three children. 


A. B. and M. C. Van Cott died in 18C5. 


Wife of William B. Rogers, died March 
If), 1845, aged 24 years, with the follow- 
ing: 


"Oh Death? 
Why strike so soon, 
Why to young, so lovely." 
Samuel Milled, 
died in 1858; Amy 


Marie, daughter of .1. D. and L. B. Brew- 
er, died in 1855. Minnie, wife of H. L. 
Allen, died December 10, 1848, aged 40 
years. 


Marie, Wife of N. Sheldon, died in 


1855, aged 51 years. 


Name is Obliterated. 


There is one stone where the upper 


half is gone and the name of the pcr- 
non' buried, missing. 
At the 
bottom, 


however, is the inscription that the de- 
ceased was 23 years old, that he grad- 
uated with highest honors at the Uni- 
versity of Kew York, erected by his 
brother. 


Ha rah A. D. Oliver, wife of Rev. W. 0. 


Oliver of the Rock River Co. M. E. 
church, daughter of Rev, H. D. Bell, Oc- 
tober 18, 1S4B, aged 28 years. ' 


EHsha Smith, died in 1832, aged 52. 


Abram Zollier, died in 1834, aged 34. 
William Bennett, died in 1851. Gregory 
Flynn, died in 1856, aged 21. 


There arc other stones, but it is not 


poRsiole to make out the nn.rnes or dates 
of death. 
They simply lay there half 


buri»d under dirt, weeds and filth, neg- 
lected and perhaps forgotten.

ceased Chief. 


EIGHTEEN MEN ON DEPARTMENT. 


Six Hundred Forty-Seven Arrests, 354 


Wagon Calls, 360 for Ambulance, $2,401 


Collected in Fines, in Twelve Months— 


611 Died, 1004 Bom. 


Claus Harms, acting chief 
of police, 


this morning completed the report of the 
police department of the city of Racine 
for the fiscal year, ending August 31, 
1907. 


In the introductory he says: "As day 


desk sergeant the duty devolved upon me, 
in the absence and during the prolonged 
illness of our deceased chief and by rea- 
son of the orders of the chief to occupy 
during a great portion of the past year 
the position of acting chief of police, and 
us such I take the privilege of making 
this report. 


'I wish first to mention the fact that 


the department lost by death on the 20th 
day of June, 1007, its chief of police. For 
six years the city of Racine had at the 
head of its police department, a man who 
Imd by conscientious attention to duty 
advanced himself from the ranks to the 
leadership of the department. He was 
honored and loved by all men of the de- 
partment, who found it a pleasure to 
obey his commands. His loss has been 
seriously felt and deeply regretted by the 
force. 


Force Complimented. 


•'I feel that the force is to be compli- 


mented for their work during the past 
year. Their services have been prompt, 
faithful and efficient. 
The 
men fcave 


been attentive to duty, and the motile 
of the department has been good. 


"During the year there has been com- 


mitted in the city three serious assaults. 
On the 25th of November 1900, Edward 
Pinnow met death at the hands of Jo- 
seph I-Irnd, in n quarrel which took place 
on the north side. 


"On March 27th, 1907, Jacob Best of 


Milwaukee, was killed by William Dillon, 
on Main street. William Dillon is now 
ivaiting trial on charge of murder. 


"On August lo, 1907, Martin Scholesky, 


1 Polish laborer, assaulted with a loaded 
gun, Eda Karobye. 
The defendant 
is 


awaiting trial. 


"There have been many minor offenses 


committed. At present there are eighteen 
men on the department. This department 
has also had an active interest during 
the past year, in aiding in the suppres- 
sion of contagious disease. It is a pleas- 
ure to report that we have not been bur- 
dened with the work.the past year, for 
the city has been remarkably free from 
contagious disease.'1 


Number of Arrests. 


The summary shows that for the year 


there hnvc been K47 arrests; 354 wagon 
cslls answered: 380 ambulance calls an- 
swered; fines and fees collected on char- 
ter warrants, amounted to $2,401.43. Of 
the number of arrests there were 2'2l for 
intoxication; 148 disorderly conduct; 52 
assault and battery; -15 vagrancy; 25 for 
fighting; 21 petit larceny; 10 malicious 
mischief; 27 riding bicycles on sidewalks; 
2 for burglary; 4 for grand larceny; 3 for 
horse stealing; 1 for embezzlement; 5 for 
adultery; 2 for murder; 1 for arson; one 
for rape, the balance being for minor of- 
fenses. 


There were ten arrests made for other 


cities; l.~>3 children were found and re 
turned to parent?; $],!)70.0ti stolen and 
lost property recovered and returned. 


The acting chief who also acted 
as 


health officer, reports, burial permits is 
sued, G i l : births recorded, 1,004; acci 
dents recorded, 397; board of health no- 
tices served. (i">; houses placarded, 75; 
houses disinfected, 21.

of naturalization have hitherto been easy, 
though the new naturnlizatlon law of a 
year ago for the first time makes the 
rule roally uniform and puts it so com- 
pletely in the power of the courts to ex- 
clude "undesirables" thnt even the ac- 
cepted bar ngninst .Tnpnnese appears no 
longer necessary. But while 
we have 


made it easy for a foreigner to acquire 
American citizenship, we never have de- 
tlnod how he. could divest himself of it. 
We have rather followed thp 
English 


common law doctrine thnt an Englishman 
can never be anything else. 


The result hns,been thnt largo num- 


bers of foreigners have been naturalized 
in this country with no intention of re- 
maining here—hnve, in fact, returned al- 
most immediately to their old homen nnd 
resided there, exercising none of the du- 
ties of American citix.fiiship, but claim- 
ing its privileges when railed upon 
to 


render services to the country of their 
birth nnd actual residence.

from nil citizens, nnd it wns recognized 
as necessary to lay down a rule which 
should relieve the United StntoH of thisj 
kind of false citizenship.

Increasing Cost Halting Great Burden- 


Print Paper -Going Highsr. 


The manufacturers 
of print . jpaper 


formed a trust some years ago" that was 
supposed to bare been- dissolved last year 
by a court decision — but it immediately 
proceeded to reorganize in a 
different 


form. So print puper is going up again. 
with the prospect that it will continue- to1 


go up, says the American Press. 


Mr. Johri 3s"orris, for many years en- 


gaged on the business departments of

and

pers has made a compilation of figures 
showing the increased cost of .publish- 
ing New York's sixteen 
newspapers 


These figures are reviewed by the Wall 
Street Journal. 
The added burden of 


production is $3,000,000 a year, represent- 
ed in an increase of $2, 160,000 a year for 
white paper, $600,000 additional for com- 
positors, $200,000 additional for stereo- 
typers, and 5100,000 additional for other 
labor. 


Here are some additional facts picked 


at random from Mr. Xorrit' brief. 


When the Xew York World reduced 


the price of its paper from i cents to 
1 cent, it gained 1)0,000 circulation in 
three weeks, but gave up $1,000 a day, 
$312,000 a year in revenue and added at 
least $500 a day to its expenses. 
That 


meant a loss of $450,000 a year, in gross 
revenue. Mr. Xorris went on to say that 
the New York Times is prospering, but 
that the fact was painfully evident that 
its profit for a long period would not pay 
for the additional cost on its new build- 
ing, 'which was put upon it by the many 
labor troubles to which the Times was 
not a. party. These fights added $538,000 
tn the cost of construction. " 


The Herald is a 3-cent paper and can 


afford many extravagances and submit to 
many exactions, but there are 'extremes 
Deyond which 1-cent papers cannot go. 
The demands, he declared are verging 
upon the point of putting up some news- 


shutters. The Xew York World 


?ays out $2,000,000 a year for labor. This 
Is at the rate of $50,000 a week and the 
remarkable fact is stated that there are 
1.000 men now on its pay roil who receive 
over $1,500 a year.

Figures Gathered From the Census Returns of the 


Year 1905. 


The Bureau of the Census has just 


issued 11 report on the manufacture of 
tobacco, prepared under the supervis- 
ion of Mr. William. M. Steuart, chief 
staticinn for manufactures. 
The sta- 


tistics presented relate to the. produc- 
tion of cigars, cigarettes, chewing and 
smoking tobacco, and snuil'. The value 
of products was reported as $13,401,147. 


The enormous growth of the indus- 


try since 18")0 is indicated by the fuel 
tlr.it the value of products, for the year 
covered by the census of 190r>, was $331,- 
117,iiSI. the capital 
employed 
being 


$32.'),U8.'i,f>01. 
Ill the same year the in- 


dustry expended $12G,OSS,ti08 for mate- 
rials;' S(i2,WU,303 for wages; $8.800,434 
for sixluru'.-.: and SSO,I4j,01G for miscel- 
laneous expenses. 


Number of Wage-earners. 


The number of wage earners employed 


in 
190f> in this industry was 13!Ml)8; 


this represents the average number em- 
ployed during the year and includes So,- 
(191' men lifi,301 women, and 7,410 chil- 
dren under Iti years of age. 
The pro- 


portion of women comprised in the total 
1ms greatly increased in recent years. 
In 1880 only 23.1 per cent of the total 
number of wage earners in this indus- 
try were women. This proportion in- 
crea.-fd tu 29.8 per cent in 1890, 37.2 per 
cent in 1900, and 41.C per cent in lUOj. 


Of the reported aggregate value of 


products, cigars and cigarettes,form 64.7 
tier cent mid chewing and smoking tobac- 
co and snuf!'

Tobacco Consumed. 


According to the reports of the Com- 


missioner of Internal Revenue the total 
amount of tobacco manufactured in 1904 
was 448,511,:"S3 pounds', the quantity 
used in the innmiiiielnre of cigars and 
cigarettes being 141,020,02!! pounds, as 
co°nn.ired with 3rt7.4!)l,").")4 pounds used 
for the production of chewing and smok- 


ing tobacco and snuff. 
As reported by 


the census tho-value of the raw mato- 


n.]s—mostly tobacco—used in the manu- 
facture of cigars and cigarettes ($ti9,- 
201,011) was more than twice the value 
of that consumed in the other branch 
of the industry .$31,347,252). 


According to figures derived from the 


reports of uie Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, tlie number of cigars manu- 
factured in the calendar year 1004 was 
7,370,669,742 and the number of cigar- 
ettes was 3,433,003,422. 
As 
compared 


with the year 1000 this shows an in- 
crease of 1D.4 per cent in the manufac- 
ture of cigars and of 5.4 per cent in the 
manufacture of cigarettes. 
The Census 


bulletin calls attention to the fact that 
the number of cigars and cigarettes con- 
sumed increased 27.5 per cent between 
1900 and 1903; and that between 1869 
and 1905 the consumption of cigars in- 
creased nearly sevenfold, while the pop- 
ulation in the same period increased on- 
ly a litttle over twu fold.

Exports and Imports.

The to- 
tal value of cigarettes produced in the 
United States was 516,334.803 and tlie 
value of the exports was S2.934.376.

this oflice, from .Mr. H. E. Miles. 
Editor Daily .Journal: 


Tho cause of tariff revision has been 


greatly advanced by .the recent endors'e- 
i»f nt in his sp(-.^h nt Columbus, by Sec- 
retary 'faft. -standing for the Adminis- 
ration. of the position taken by the 
National Association of Implement and 
Vehicle Manufacturers and the Xation- 
il Association vf Manufacturers. 


Secretary Tafl says that in view of

Later in the after- 
noon the bridge was blocked to even 
light teams and wagons and the street 
c»rs were compelled to transfer their pae- 
sengeiv. 
The large suburban cars are 


now.being run over Main street bridge, 
but in case any of the smaller accidents 
happen to that structure as they have 
been, that traffic will be blocked 
for 


short times. 
State street . bridge 
is 


so badly wrecked that the .repairs cannot 
be made inside of a month's time and 
the expense will reach about $1.500. For 
•a considerable length of time the struc- 
ture will have to be Bwung open anil all 
traffic will then be stopped, even the pe- 
destrians being compelled to walk around 
by way ot Fourth street in order to get 
up town. 
' 


Boat Crashes Into It. 


The accident occurred shortly after 5 


o'clock last evening when the steamer Al- 
cona which had unloaded a coal cargo at 
the Pugh dock passed through the draw 
and was proceeding down the river. The 
Mcoim had to buck through the draw 
and had done so without mishap. --The 
iridge wus closed al'tor it and people be- 
gan to walk across the structure when 
.he crash came, frightening 
many of 


them. 
There is a large scow lying close 


to the St. Paul dock 300 feet, north of the 
bridge and in such a position as to part- 
y block the channel. The Alconn's stem 
came up close to that obstruction and in 
order to clear found it necessary to start 
its engines ahead so aa to be nble to 
swing her stern farther out into 
the 


channel. The captain of the boat gave 
.he signal to the engineer to go ahead 
which he did. 
The boat gained consid- 


erable speed and when the signal came to 
reverse the engines refused to work and 
the crush came. An investigation showed 
that the engines were on the dead center 
and that caused the accident. 


Gre*t Damage Done. 


None of Racine's bridges has sustained 


as much damage as did State street 
jridgi! yesterday. 
The Alcona crashed 


through the entire width of the north 
sidewalk on the east end of the struc- 
ture, clear to the roadway. Eleven stan- 
chions and the railings were snapped like 
clay pipe stems while the1 walk was torn 
up "and dropped back into the river. The 
large steel 
beam 
miming lengthwise 


about ten feet below the walk was twist- 
ed out of shape nnd shortened up by the 
bend in it about a foot. This caused n 
bad twisting of the east end 
of 
the 


bridge and the street car tracks were at 
least a foot out of line. One of the end 
lifts wns imbedded into the cast stone 
work and jammed' the bridge so that it 
could not be opened or closed. It wns 
feared that the bridge had been thrown 
off the center, hut on investigation show- 
ed that this was not the case. 


Agrees to Pay Damage. 


C'itv Engineer Connolly wns notified of 


the accident soon after it happened and 
went to Captain •). H. Warwick 
who 


agreed that he was to blame, ill the mat - 
ter. 
He notified Mr. Connolly that he 


could go iihcBfl nnd have the 
repairs 


made as cheaply ns possible and send tho 
bill to tlw I'ittsburg & Erie Coal com- 
pany which owns the boat. It is esti- 
mated that the expense entailed in put- 
ting the bridge back into condition will 
be no less than $1.500. although there is 
no way at the present time of fixing the 
exact cost. 


Expert Sent For. 


This morning City Engineer Connolly 


telephoned to the Wonlen-Allen Co., of 
jfllwaiikcc to have a man come here to 
make an inspection of the' bridge. This 
company had charge of the rebuilding of 
the structure aome time ago and may be 
nble to take charge of the work at' once 
so as to cause no more delay than neces- 
sary. Their man is expected here some 
time this afternoon nnd give his opin: 
ion as to the cost of repair and the time 
needed to do the work,

RIOT 


Union Men Attack San Francisco Street 


Car Crews—Several of Former Shot- 


Women Protect Men. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.. Sept. 3.—The 


labor union parade yesterday resulted in 
the shooting of two men by employes of 
the United railroads.' The car men were 
attacked by the paraders and in self-de- 
fense opened fire. The trouble started at 
Ferry street, where it is stated, a street 
car broke through-the line of parade. A 
mob of labor union men followed the car, 
and at the junction of Sutter street the 
members attacked the car. 


The motorman, seeing that his life was 


in danger, opened fire and wounded one 
of his assailants in the leg. A block fur- 
ther up an inspector was attacked by the 
mob. 


The cars of the United railroads had 


stopped while the parade wns in progress, 
but 'when the marchers began to disperse, 
the, cars began running. 
There was a 


dense crowd at the ferries and the union 
men resented the attempts of the cars to 
run. When the police jumped in to quell 
the riot, a, number of them, as soon as 
they made arrests, were set upon by the 
labor union paraders and mobbed. 


STEUBENVILLE, O., Sept. 3.—Two 


girls fought their, way through fifty men 
who were attacking two nonunion miners 
and shielded the bodies of the attacked 
men with their own -persons. One of the 
men who was wielding a piece of iron 
struck Mi?s Mngee on the head.

In pic- 
turing the grocery trade oi the past and 
comparing it with that of the future, he 
told of the advent of "canned goods," and 
referred to matters which

under discussion as incidents of the cn- 
sictmenc of the pure food law. 


When canned goods made their appear- 


ance, this old cvocer was skeptical as tn 
their keeping qualities. He 
purchased 


i-iiM-s of peaches, pears, corn and toma- 
toes, and placed them in his cellar for 
a test, opening a can of each product 
after the lapse of six months. During 
:i period of three years he found them 
nil in good condition; the peaches and 
pears softened somewhat, the corn and 
tomatoes were perfect, and

"oods were (is palatable nt the end of 
The three years as they were when the 
goods were stored. In closing his story 
of this test, the old grocer made the fol- 
lowing significant statement: 


••There wore no preservatives used in
